S.  Fowler  said,  "I  believe  we  had 
the  most  magnificient  celebration 
ever  pulled  off  by  the  college.”

G.  S.  C.  W.  SCHOLARSHIP 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  scholarship  of  G.  S.  C. 
W.,  the  rank  of  which  was  already 
unquestionably  high  among  south¬ 
ern  institutions. 

This  year  the  honor  point  system 
was  instituted.  The  plan  has  work¬ 
ed  so  well  that  only  a  small  percen¬ 
tage  of  the  students  had  to  remain 
for  the  summer  school  because  they 
lacked  a  few  honor  points  for 
graduation.

HARD  TIMES 

“Grumblers”  are  not  health  pro¬ 
ducers.  People  should  stop  blaming 
Herbert  Hoover,  or  some  other  per¬ 
son  in  authority  and  examine  then- 
own  financial  principles.  This  so- 
called  depression  is  no  new  thing. 
People  have  forgotten  how  to  live 
within  their  means,  They  spend  two 
dollars  when  they  have  only  one  and 
seem  not  to  understand  the  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  two  words,  “luxury”  and 
“necessity.”

Also,  hard  times  as  a  subject  of 
conversation  should  receive  less  at¬ 
tention  If  a  child  is  told  that  he  is 
sick,  very  soon  he  has  a  headache  or. 
a  pain  in  his  stomach!  Old  people 
are  grown-up  children  and  too  much 


sympathy  may  produce  disastrous  re¬ 
sults.  When  people  talk  hard  times, 
the  times  get  hard.  Let  them  think 
of  the  little  man,  gray  haired  and 
shriveled  with  old  age,  who  was 
never  too  sick  to  answer  “I  am  fine” 
to  the  question  “How  are  you?”
